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Wasting a Diminished Resource 
Foreign readers of Canadian 
and United States papers can 
hardly be blamed if they gather 
an impression that a good part of 
this continent is still clothed in 
primeval forest. Every time a few 
weeks of dry weather occur in 
summer despatches begin to go 
out from points scattered all the 
way from Nova Scotia to British 
Columbia and Washington telling 
about the destruction that forest 
fires are doing in the lumber 
woods. Just now they are filling 
columns in the newspapers, and 
the timber areas in the northern 


part of this Province are by no 


means escaping the devouring ele- 
ment. What wonder if people in 
Europe, where a forest is protect- 
ed and handled as carefully as a 
cultivated crop, come to the con- 
clusion that the new world still has 
more timber than it knows what to 
do with It is even a bit confus- 
ing to the Canadian or American 
to read a-column of these des- 
patches and then go down to the 
local lumber-yard and be told that 
the timber resources of the con- 
tinent are getting so depleted that 
it is idle to expect prices of build- 
ing materials to ever again sag to 
the prewar level. The unfortun- 
ate part of it is that it is not the 
lumbermen who are inconsistent. 
The timber resources of the contin- 
ent are depleted, and they are get- 
ting smaller every year. Each 
summer sees more timber go into 
buildings and manufactured pro- 
duets than grows in the woods, 
and the fires must rival the lum- 
berman in the aggregate destruc- 
tion of standing trees, Fires in 
the areas where merchantable 
timber is grown, or can be grown 
to advantage, are not merely 
using up a negligible surplus of 
an inexhaustible supply. They 
are cutting down the remnant of 
a supply that is already too small, 
and is rapidly dwindling away. 
Magazine writers and forestry ex- 
perts are strong in cordemning 
the early lumbermen for having 
swept away the forests of New 
England and Michigan without re 
yard to the building requirements 
of the present and the future, 
Likely they deserve all the hard 
things that are said about them. 
But it is doubtful if greed and 
carelessness on the part of loggers 
has done as much as fires to cause 


the people of the new world to! 


wonder where they are to get 
their timber supply in the years to 
come, And in any event the ruth- 
less destruction of the lumbermen 
has been everywhere eurbed by 
law, while the forest fire contin- 
ues year after year to eat up a tre- 
mendous amount of timber with- 
out compensation of any kind, In 
the last decade or so a good deal 
has been done by law-makers on 


both sides of the international |
